— The President is pleased to approve of 
the award of the tL VAYU SENA MEDAL T 7“AIR FORCE 
MEDAL” to the undermentioned personnel for acts of excep- 
tional devotion to duty or courage : — 

1. Group Captain SURJTT SINGH MALHOTRA (4831 ) 
Flying (Pilot) 

Group Captain Surjit Singh Malhotra was commissioned 
in the Indian Air Force in November, 1954, He has been 
serving as the Commanding Officer of Air Headquarters Com- 
munication Sqpadron since March, 1976, During the very 
first year of his command, he brought about appreciable im- 
provements in all round performance and efficiency of the 
Squadron. The Squadron flew a total of 5,292 accident-free 
hours maintaining a high state of serviceability. He also ensur- 
ed that the aircrew training was vigorously progressed. This 
enabled the Squadron to achieve hundred percent aircrew 
categorisation and remain fully operational. Under his able 
guidance, the Squadron also completed its tasks connected with 
the transportation of dignitaries and undertook all the trans- 
port support missions assigned to it. 

Group Captain Malhotra has over 7,300 hours of unble- 
mished accident-free service flying to his credit. He has flown 


six types of operational aircraft and has held highest trans- 
port category ‘A’ on no less than four types. At present, he 
holds ‘A’ category on two types of aircraft in current use. 
This is commendable achievement particularly when he has 
been on ground tenure for nearly seven years during his 
service.

While on duty 
as flying supervisor in the Air Traffic Control, he was called 
upon to assist an aircraft; Pilot who was involved in a grave 
situation of loss of power controls and all hydraulic services, 
failure of both generators with impending total loss of elec- 
tric supply and loss of speed control due to throttle being 
stuck at 98% RPM* It was a unique and challenging situ- 
ation and to avoid a serious accident, it was necessary to 
land the aircraft immediately. The advice tendered by Wing 
Cdr Dhiman to the pilot of the aircraft at that moment, which 
enabled the latter to accomplish safe recovery of the aircraft, 
is a proof of his sound professional competence. This also 
subsequently led to the discovery of the cause of the aircraft 
failure.

Although his unit is equipped 
with old aircraft which have enormous maintenance and 
operational problems, lie overcame all the handicaps and 
enabled lus unit 10 achieve outstanding operational training 
standards.

3. Wing Commander : SR1NIV/ASAPURAM KRISHNA-

Wing Commander Srinivasapuram Krishnaswamy served in 
a tactical and Air Combat Development Establishment for 
one year. During that period, he perfoimed the duties of a 
Might Commander and a staff pilot and conducted Fighter 
Combat Leaders 1 course. As Flight Commander,, he cairied 
out the difficult task of running the Daily Servicing Section, 
often working round the clock with a view to ensuring a high 
standard of performance. He used his professional knowledge 
as a test pilot to guide airmen /technicians working under him 
and motivate them, by personal example, to work hard.

A patrol party consisting of one Tnypcc 
tor, tv o Sub Inspectors and 15 others ranks was detailed to 
apprehend the dpcoifs before they could commit any crime. 
The patrol party way divided into three groups. They left for 


Me hr an a at 2200 hours. The patrol party reached the Shahada 
village in tho early morning of 29th May, 1978 but at 0530- 
hours came under heftvy lire. The patrol party also returned 
the fire in self-defence. Alter some time, the firing stopped. 
In tile meantime the dacoits had escaped towards the Indo- 
Pak Border, The patrol party erased the dacoits, To elude 
the police the dacoits divided themselves into two groups and 
proceeded in two different directions. Both the groups were 
chased by different police parties. Shri Surant Singh, Constable 
was a member ol the patrol parly led by Shri Kris.. an Kumar, 
Sub Inspector which chased the dacoit group which had pro- 
ceeded to the left. While chasing these dacoits, Shri Surat 
Singh, leading man of that parly, noticed that a dacoit was 
getting down on the other side ui the sand dune. lie p: vS-ajM 
on the information to Shii Krishnn Kumar arid in disKgdid* 
of his personal safety, out ran the daeoLs and successfully 
cut off the retreat of the fleeing dacoits. He was quickly 
joined by Shri Krishnn Kumar. The dacoits announced ibeir 
surrender and put their hands up. When Shri Sural Singh 
proceeded to apprehend them, one of the dacoits bred at Shri 
Surat Singhs chest. Shri Surat Singh in disregard of the in- 
jury grappled with the dacoit lest he might kill the other mem- 
bers of the patrol party. Tn the meantime, Head Constable 
Didar Singh jumped on tho dacoit and got hold of his litle. 
Shri Surat Singh, however, succumbed to Ms injury after a 
few moments, 

Tn the encounter, Shri Surat Singh exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry, presence of mind, devotion to duly and sacrificed 
his life while apprehending the dacoit.

On the 24th January, 1975, a big congregation^ of Muslims 
was held at Karbala close to the V.S.S.D. Pou Graduate Col- 
lege and Hostel at Kanpur. At about 2-30 P.M., an alterca- 
tion look place between some residents of the hostel and 
Muslim Taziadai’s. The nolice force posted on duty was 
assaulted by both the parties resulting in injuries to a number 
of policemen. The hostel was ransacked and die students 
were beaten up, One students was murdered and a number 
of them injured. Later on both the parties were joined by 
anti-social elements and the situation took a serious turn. 

On receiving information, Shri Om Prakash Agnihotri reach- 
ed the spot and tried to restore order, tfe warned both parties 
to desist from violence and assured an impartial probe so that 
stringent action could be taken against the culprits. The mob 
however indulged in buck-batting and Shri Agnihotri received 
multiple injuries. Inspite of being injured, Shri Agnihotri 
prevented the violent crowd from indulging in further acts 
of violence until reinforcement arrived. Shri Agnihotri receiv- 
ed an information after rcinfoi cements had arrived that the 
retreating mob was trying to indulge in assault and arson. Shri 
Agnihotri rushed to the spot and once again received a gre- 
vious injury on his head. He however continued to direct 
operations until he fell imconcious and had to be removed to 
the hospital.

The Station Officer 
accompanied by two constables Shri fzharul Haq and Shri 
Panna Lai, rushed to the spot and after suitably deploying 
the police personnel challenged the desparadocs to surrender. 
In reply dacoit Shyam Charan opened fire at the police patLv 
and tried to escape towards Neoli ► Shri Panna Lai and Shri 
lzharul Hacj chased the dacoit who finally took position near 
the house of Shankar Tcli and started firing indiscriminately 
at the chasing police party. Shri Panna Lai and Shri lzharul 
Haq received some injuries but they kept on firing in self- 
defence, Consequently the dacoit was killed on the spot. A 
-country-made pistol and cartridges were recovered from the 
dead dacoit.
